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CAN BLAME ONLY ITSELF. 
M uch complaint has been 
heard 
from republicans over the action of 
the democratic state committee in cir­ 
culating the referendum petitions that 
resulted in holding up almost all the 
legislative program of the present ad­ 
ministration. 
Undoubtedly there are 
grounds for this complaint from more 
than a partisan standpoint, for if the 
same program is followed in the fu­ 
ture by the party out of power endless 
confusion will follow and eventually it 
can result in bringing every measure 
passed by the assembly 
before the 
people for approval. The natural con­ 
sequence of this would be vexatious 
and costly delays in the working of 
the necessary 
machinery of govern­ 
ment and in the going into effect of 
laws urgently demanded for the good 
of the state. The thing has started and 
there is no telling where it will end. 
At the same time it may be said 
' with truth that Governor Hyde and his 
advisers are the ones really responsi­ 
ble for the present state of affairs and 
upon them must rest the blame for the 
laws upon which they had set their 
hearts being held up until the people 
render final decision on them. 
It 
is 
not denied 
that 
the 
plan for a general 
referendum, 
al­ 
though fathered by the democratic 
state 
committee, did not 
meet with 
an enthusiastic reception among the 
rank 
and 
file of the 
democrats 
throughout the 
state. 
The 
opinion 
seemed to prevail that the best thing 
was to allow the republican laws to go 
into effect and let the party stand or 
fall by them. If they were good laws, 
all right. 
If bad, the people would 
know and administer the proper chas­ 
tisement 
at the 
general 
elections. 
Many prominent democrats took this 
stand and very 
many 
of the party 
newspapers advocated it, and the peti­ 
tions were having a hard road to trav­ 
el, signatures being few and far be­ 
tween until, taking the hit between its 
teeth, the Hyde administration evolv­ 
ed the plan of redistricting the judicial 
circuits. 
This legislation, purely par­ 
tisan in its purpose, went beyond any­ 
thing ever proposed heretofore in any 
state iii the union, in eliminating from 
office over a score of men of the high­ 
est character who had been chosen by 
the ballots of their own people for a 
definite term of years. It was the most 
arbitrary and impudent, the most con- 
tumalious and insolent legislation ever 
attempted by a body of men supposed 
to represent a people, striking as it did 
at the fundamental principles of elec­ 
tion to office by the people and the 
orderly holding of that office by those 
thus chosen. The governor in order to 
secure the passage of this law promis­ 
ed that wherever possible he would 
reappoint the present incumbents but 
violated that promise, in at least one 
instance— that of the judgeship of the 
district in which Pettis county 
was 
placed. But no matter what promises 
were made, even 
though 
they were 
fulfilled to the letter, the measure it­ 
self was such a usurpation of power 
and of such shameless effrontery that 
the people changed their view-point 
regarding the referendum almost at 
once and the obtaining of signatures 
to the petitions, instead of remaining 


almost an impossibility, became child’s 
play. 
Armed with the facts concern­ 
ing the judicial bill those circulating 
the petitions found ready signatures 
everywhere. It can safely be asserted 
that this measure was responsible for 
more than seventy-five per cent of the 
signatures that resulted in holding up 
all the laws affected. 
Therefore the 
administration can 
blame its own blind partisanship, dom- 
nating impertinence 
and 
presump­ 
tions procacity for all that has follow­ 
ed. 


THE CLOSED DOOR. 


Not one senator voted against the 
Borah disarmament amendment to the 
naval bill. 
Yet when Senator Walsh, 
of Montana, proposed an amendment 
providing that American representa­ 
tives should sit with the disarmament 
commission of the League of Nations 
“in a consulting 
capacity,” 
Senator 
Lodge immediately took the floor 
against the proposal and denounced it 
in an impassioned speech which was 
followed by an equally vehement at­ 
tack upon it by Tom Watson of Geor­ 
gia. The Walsh amendment was beat­ 
en 42 to 22. 
Of course, its author knew that it 
would be beaten. 
If representatives 
of the League of Nations should come 
before the senate tomorrow and pre­ 
sent to it a disarmament agreement 
signed by all the other nations of the 
world and awaiting only 
the signa­ 
ture of the United States to become 
effective, Henry Cabot Lodge, Thomas 
Watson, and the Bitter-enders of the 
senate would refuse to sign. 
No harm could possibly come to this 
country and incalculable good might 
come to the whole 
world 
including 
America from adoption of the Walsh 
amendment. 
If 
the 
United 
States 
would cooperate, even in an entirely 
unofficial capacity, writh the League 
commission on disarmament, it is not 
only possible, it is extremely probable, 
that real 
and 
general 
reduction of 
armaments would be achieved. 
But, 
if this should 
happen, 
some of the 
credit would accrue to Woodrow Wil­ 
son. 
Therefore, it must not and shall 
not happen. 
That is the position of the senate 
Implacables. It was their position dur­ 
ing the Treaty fight. 
It is their posi­ 
tion today. 
The League door of dis­ 
armament is still closed. 


The Old Guard seems to be very 
sure of its dominance in the senate, 
and Mr. Borah isn’t a member of the 
Old Guard. 
Yet, 
when 
1924 ap­ 
proaches, we’re likely to hear more 
about Mr. Borah than any other sena­ 
tor.

cause of the dissatisfaction?” he 
jasked. 
“I do not believe manufacturers 


j have maintained unjust prices. 
I 
j know retailers 
have 
been honest 
! and done their best to keep down 
! prices and I do not believe there 
, has been a buyers’ strike. A buyers’ 
strike could not be organized, nor 
could it come spontaneously. 
“I am convinced that the trouble 
has been with the taxation and I 
am fortified by utterances of two 
presidents of the United States, and 
reports of the Department of La­ 
bor and the Department of Justice. 
“We have had an overproduction 
of false prophets and an underpro­ 
duction in industry. Let us not be 
confused by discontent. The coun­ 
try is suffering from a tax system 
which might have existed 
when 
tremendous war profits were being 
made, when everybody was employ­ 
ed and money flowed plentifully, 
but the war is over. 
“A proper adjustment of the tax 
situation will bring back prosperity 
and it behooves every business man 
to study 
taxation 
carefully

Commerce in London June 27 will 
propose creation of a permanent 
committee, composed of two dis­ 
tributors from each country, 
to 
deal with difficulties arising in the 
international exchange of commod­ 
ities. it w’as announced 
by

United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Such a committee, it was 
said, also w’ould be authorized to 
stimulate 
exchage 
of 
accurate 
credit information as to the rating 
finanial reputation of firms 
en­ 
gaged in international trade. 
A Commute of Amerian organi­ 
zations which has prepared rec­ 
ommendations for its delegates to 
present at the meeting will urge 
that no artificial restrictions 
be 
placed in the way of commercial 
relations between nations, that an 
international convention should ar­ 
range 
to 
prohibit 
unfair 
trade 
practices, such as the branding of 
articles as made in one country 
when actually produced elsewhere, 
and 
that 
customs 
regulations 
at frontiers and ports of 
entry 
should be made as uniform and 
simple as possible.
